“From Parsons to Denison standing 
orders are out that every train and 
every switch engine m ust be in the 
clear ten minutes ahead of the a r­ 
rival of the Fiver. 
It never stops 
speed even coming through the yards 
and it is impossible to stop the train 
in a very short distance.” 


Veteran Engineer Killed. 
Engineer Hotchkiss on the Flyer 
was one of the oldest employes on 
the Katy road, and was considered 
one of the safest and m ost careful 
engineers of the system. He has been 
in m any wrecks and has always stay­ 
ed at his post as he did today, never 
leaving the train until 
the 
brakes 
were set, and with the crash he w’as 
seen to jump. Many of the passeng­ 
ers riding in the sleepers were bruis­ 
ed up, but not seriously, among them 
eing Pliny Soper, who was returning 
from Washington.
